WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 — With 
m ilitary security no longer required 
secrecy, the navy publicly added 
to its list of sunken vessels today 
the nam es of the aircraft carrier 
H ornet and IO other warships — 
all previously announced as lost 
but not identified at the time. 
The 20,000-ton Hornet, commis­ 
sioned only a year before its death 
Oct. 26. went to the bottom of the 
Sojfcth Pacific off the Santa Cruz 
islands after a battle that inflicted 
hoary damage on two Japanese car­ 
riers and bomb and torpedo hits on 
an enemy battleship and five cruis­ 
ers. 
The other United 
States war­ 
ships, sunk in the furious Novem­ 
ber battles that broke the heaviest 
Nipponese attem pts to recapture 
Guadalcanal, were identified as the 
9,060-to n 
cruiser 
Northam pton; 
-ton cruiser Juneau: 6.000-ton 
liger A tlanta; and the destroyers 
Monssen, Cushing. Benham. Pres­ 
ton, Whlke, Barton and Laffey. 
55 Jap Warships Blasted 
The navy communiques on the 
engagem ents in which these ves­ 
sels and another previously identi­ 
fied destroyer were lost, showed, 
however, that a total of 18 Japan­ 
ese warships were damaged and 37 
sunk, comprising; two battleships. 
eight cruisers, two large destroyers 
o r cruisers, IO destroyers and 15 
transports. 
The navy announced Oct. 26 that 
a carrier was damaged severely af 
te r two attacks by Japanese bomb­ 
e r and torpedo planes. Five days 
Utter the vessel was declared lost 
but the casualties among its per­ 
sonnel, normally 2,170, were report­ 
ed few.

.ago. Marine Pvt. George E. Kind- 
mark, a survivor, told of two Jap­ 
anese planes dive-crashing to the 
decks. The explosions wrecked the 
superstructure and set the big ship 
aflame,

Hornet Pianos Open Battle 
Petrol planes from the Hornet 
opened the battle, landm ark relat­ 
ed, after spotting an enemy task 
force off the islands, some 350 
miles 
northeast 
of * Guadalcanal. 
American torpedo planes attacked 
and shortly Japanese bombers re­ 
taliated. 
The enemy planes were dispersed 
but returned with a force in which 
the marine counted 84 planes. 
Even after the Hornet was dam­ 
aged severely, the carrier’s guns 
kept firing and the survivor count­ 
ed 25 falling enemy planes. Then. 
with the carrier burning fiercely, 
the order was given to abandon 
ship. 
* 
Other American warships deliv­ 
ered the final blows to the carrier 
when It was found that>she had 
been damaged beyond repair. 
Thus, the force of seven aircraft 
carriers 
with 
which the United 
State* entered 
the war Dec. 7, 
1941, was reduced to three — the 
Enterprise. Saratoga and Ranger. 
Of the other carriers, the Lexington 
was lost in the Battle of the Coral 
Sea, the Yorktown at Midway and 
the Wasp in the Solomons. 
The navy’s identifying announce­ 
ment last night explained that the 
name of the carrier as well as 
those of the IO other ships was 
withheld "for reasons of military 
security and to avoid causing need­ 
less anxiety on the part of rela­ 
tives and friends of the personnel 
who survived these actious.”

CAIRO, Jan. 12—Four-engined Liberators of the United States 
arm y’s Ninth air force bombed Naples by daylight Monday, hitting 
harbor installations and shipping, a communique announced today. 
The attack was the 38th of the war on the hard-hit Italian supply 
port and the first attack of 1943 after repeated December raids. 
(An Italian communique said: "Damage is slight. In the collapse 
of some civilian buildings, the popu 
iation suffered losses which as far 
as has Been ascertained are 23 dead 
and 75 injured.”) 
The Allied report said “a heavy 
cloud cover obscured the results, 
although one very large fire which 
penetrated the overcast was seen.” 
The raiding force was attacked 
by German fighters. M esserschmitt 
109’s, and "two of our aircraft were 
shot down,” the w ar bulletin re­ 
ported. "At least one enemy fighter 
was destroyed.” 
(The Italians claimed four of the 
raiders destroyed, three by fighters 
and one by anti-aircraft fire.) 
Curtiss P-40 fighters were report­ 
ed active yesterday in the Libyan 
battle area. 
“In one engagement with a large 
force of enemy fighters,” the Amer­ 
ican communique said, “one euemy 


aircraft was destroyed and. another 
damaged. One of our aircraft fail­ 
ed to return.” 
An earlier communique from the 
British headquarters reported the 
Naples raid but said only that it 
was carried out by Allied bombers.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 — The 
office of price adm inistration today 
froze corn prices on all exchanges 
and in every cash and local market 
over the country, generally at the 
highest levels at which sales were 
made Monday. 
The 
action, 
designed 
to 
halt 
further sharp advances in the price 
of corn, previously uncontrolled at 
all levels of distribution, was taken 
upon instructions from Stabiliza 
Hon Director Jam es F. Byrnes and 
was approved by Secretary of Agri­ 
culture W lckard, the announcem ent 
said. 
The price ceilings were establish­ 
ed by means o£ a tem porary 60-day 
free*®* regulation, effective imme­ 
diately. 
Permanent Regulation Due 
Prices of corn, futures contracts 
and prices for cash corn in the 
recognized cash m arkets were froz­ 
en at the highest level of prices 
prevailing during the period Jan ­ 
uary 8-12. In most instancee, these 
highs were reached yesterday. 
Corn prices a t the small local 
m arkets were frozen at the highest 
level of prices prevailing yester­ 
day. 
Within the next 60 days. OPA 
said It will issue a perm anent price 
regulation on corn, which will con­ 
tinue the levels frozen by today’s 
action, and will be based on $1 a 
bushel for No. 2 yellow com in 
Chicago. 
In a joint statem ent, Stabiliza­ 
tion 
Director 
Byrnes. 
Secretary 
Wlckard and J. K. Galbraith, OPA 
deputy adm inistrator, said present 
prices for corn exceed IOO percent 
of parity, taking into consideration 
the AAA payments made by the de­ 
partm ent of agriculture. 
Only Seed com, pop com, grain 
sorghums, sweet com, broom corn 
and local-farmer-to-farmer Bales of 
corn are exempted from price con­ 
trol. 
Favorable Ratio Wanted 
Agriculture departm ent officials 
said the freezing was designed to 
preserve a favorable ratio between 
the prices of com on the one hand 
and hogs, cattle, milk, poultry and 
eggs on the other. Present ratios 
make it profitable to feed corn to 
livestock and poultry. 
Corn prices advanced from an 
average of 76 cents to 80 cents a 
bushel at local m arkets between 
mid-November and mid-December. 
It was necessary, officials said.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Jan. 12—Flying 
Fortresses, in their first full raid 
into Tripolitania, struck a heavy 
blow at Marshal Erwin Rommel’s 
forces by battering the fort at 
Ghadames, while French troops in 
Tunisia drove the Germans out of 
a m ountain pass 23 miles south of 
Pont Du Falls and captured at 
least 180 prisoners. 
Ghadames is deep in the desert, 
450 miles south of Tunis, at the 
juncture of the frontiers of Tu­ 
nisia, Algeria and Tripolitania. 
A spokesman for the French 
high command said French troops 
have attacked north of Jebel Bou- 
dabous, northw est of the Moslem 
city of Kairouan, which is 35 miles 
inland from the eastern Tunisian 
port of Sousse.

The four Zeros shot down raised 
to 680 the number of planes the 
Japanese have lost in the Solo­ 
mons campaign according to navy 
communique. 
Their losses, however, both in 
the air and on the ground have 
failed to halt their efforts to de­ 
velop a major air base in the cen­

Solomons 
area 
at 
Munds, 
from which their planes can oper­ 
ate defensively against American 
installations on Guadalcanal.

Johf 
W, Bricker appealed to th# legis­ 
lature 'Monday night to malta Ohio 
a bulwark against bureaucrats who. 
he said, are threatening to destroy 
state and local government. 
He told the legislators they could 
perform 
“bo greater service to 
the national effort” than to keep 
representative government strong 
in Ohio and'prove its capacity “to 
meet the needs of modern soci­ 
ety”. 
The Republican governor, begin­ 
ning his third two-year term and 
considered a presidential possibil­ 
ity for 1944, acknowledged that 
“our first duty la to help win the 
war”. 
However, he cautioned, the legis­ 
lature also baa a grave duty “to 
keep this government the kind our 
soldiers are fighting to preserve.” 
Would End Tax On Food 
Bricker criticised bureaucrats in 
a message charting for the general 
assembly a course that Includes 
abolition of the I percent sales tax 
on food consumed in public eating 
places and on prescription medi­ 
cine, salary Increases for state em­ 
ployes earning less than 92.000 a 
year, reduction of the motor epeed 
limit from 50 miles an hour to 36 
and doubling the strength of the 
state guard, which now consists of 
about 2,200 men. 
"There are those in government 
today, greedy for power,” he said, 
“who would destroy state and lo­ 
cal government. They have aet up 
boards, bureaus and commissions 
with arbitrary authority to domi­ 
nate our dally lives. We recognize 
that there is abroad today the de­ 
sire for centralialng power and so­ 
cializing government, which knows 
no limits and aeeke to become 
■lasters of all." 
The governor \ added: 
“A nation with liberty gone cob 
not free others. A nation no longer 
self-governing, cannot set an ex­ 
ample for others, who long today 
for our help and guidance. 
Our 
constitutional 
system 
must 
be 
strong enough to meet the strains 
here before it can lead others to 
a better way. 
The autocracy of bureaucracy 
is as reprehensible as autocracy 
under any guise. 
The suppression 
of human rights la the first move 
toward a u t o c r a t i c government. 
Ohio will fight to hold on to our 
hard-earned freedom.” 
Time Left To Legislature 
Turning to atato issues immedi­ 
ately at hand, Gov. Bricker put 
squarely up to th* legislature the 
question of whether daylight sav­ 
ing time should be abolished, os 
many members are demanding. 
“I ask that this problem be con­ 
sidered from the standpoint of giv-

These are not predictions so

ig h t e n e d control over food 
supplies was foreshadowed by 
an executive order of last Dec 
6 placing responsibility for tbs 
nation’s food program, including 
civilian rationing, in the hands of 
the secretary of agriculture. 
Reassuring 
statements 
f r o m 
Washington before and after this 
move have failed to reassure. It 
is the prevailing Impression that 
the food situation is worse than 
is being admitted and that the trou­ 
ble is just beginning. 
There is no alarm, but only a 
growing grimness about the cir­ 
cumstances that have forced Amer­ 
icans to worry about food shortages 
Instead of surpluses. 
Food conservation programs have 
been Instituted by ail nations en­ 
gaged in the present war. 
The fundamental reasons for the 
introduction of rationing ars identi­ 
cal In every instance. Supplies must 
be conserved by reducing consump­ 
tion of scarce items. 
Rationing not only controls the 
supply reaching the market but the 
demand, thereby equitable distribu­ 
tion of available stocks and reserv­ 
ing an adequate supply for the 
armed forces. 
Certain staple foodstuffs must be 
rationed in advance of the appear­ 
ance of actual shortages to forestall 
hoarding and as a hedge against 
future crop deficits. 
BISI DBS the domestic problem, 
there Is for the United States 
the farther problem of waging war 
in starvation areas. 
Thus, lf United States troops 
were to invade Italy or Greece or 
France, this country would have to 
furnish food to the hungry popula­ 
tion until crops could be harvested. 
This Is not idealism so much as 
a plain necessity of military opera­ 


tion. If the invaded countries were 
to be left to starvation by the 
Allies, they might as well be occu 
pied by the Germans, as far as 
native populations are concerned 
At least the Germans are giving 
them something. 
Five methods of rationing food­ 
stuff are in use in Great Britain, 
foreshadowing what may be done 
In the United States. 
Quantity rations for single com­ 
modities are like those in use here 
a t present for sugar and coffee. 
Point rations for a group of com­ 
modities are like those expected 
to be used bere for m eat and fruits 
and vegetables. 
The British also use a quantity 
ration for a group of commodities, 
the value system and a point sys­ 
tem for a single commodity. 
These direct rationing programs 
are supplemented by a variety of 
distribution schemes for certain 
“controlled” foods, by such govern­ 
ment measures as communal feed­ 
ing and by unofficial rationing by 
retailers of foods not on the offi­ 
cial ration list 


N Britain, the ordinary consumer 
needs two ration books. The 
current issue Of the “general adult’’ 
book provides for rationing of all 
foods except candy. 
The “general child” book differs 
from the adult book In that it con­ 
tains half the number of meat 
coupons and th a t tea coupons are 
valid only for purchase of oranges. 
F irst edition of the general book 
was mailed to consumers from local 
food offices on the basis of national 
registration Hats compiled in Octo­ 
ber, 1939, when every citizen had to 
obtain an identity card. Second, 
third 
and fourth editions 
were 
mailed upon receipt of a postcard 
contained in the previous book. The 
current fifth edition was issued 
only after application, either per­ 
sonally or by an agent, at food of­ 
fices or special distribution centers 
Experience has shown that in 
the United States the vastness of 
the country and the size of the 
population present t r e m e n d o u s 
problems. 
The printing of ration books and 
application forms is alm ost an im­ 
possible task in Itself. Great num­ 
bers of clerks are needed to handle 
the paper work entailed. 


HE Inherent complications have 
been added to by a general 
inclination of officials responsible 
for rationing programs to do things 
the hard way, instead of the easy 
way. 
They have tried to cover every 
contingency and have succeeded 
only In making things so complex 
that even they seem unable to keep 
abreast of what they are doing.

English girls 18 and over are 
accepted for war training as freely 
as men. Employment of women 
there is under far more government 
control than In this country. 
W ith few exceptions, women be­ 
tween 18 and 30 wbo accept em­ 
ployment in any other way than 
through the government employ­ 
ment exchanges or other agencies 
under government supervision, may 
be tried and lf found guilty are sub­ 
ject to fines. 
For the most part, according to 
British sources here, results In 
England have been so gratifying 
and so satisfactorily revolutionary 
that there is no thought of back- 
stepping on any of the laws or or­ 
ders operative today. 
The British pattern has made an 
indelible impression on manpower 
and other government officials in 
this country.

where in the Pacific. 
Perhaps they have not heard of the matter. I 
understand their Japanese captors do not permit the 
circulation of news in their midst by radio or public 
print as we do with the natives of Japan whom we 
have interned in this country. In fact, these natives 
have their own newspapers in their internm ent 
camps, a privilege I suspect is denied the American 
prisoners. 
But if the latter have by any chance heard of the 
discussions aforesaid, my conjecture 
is 
they’re 
amazed that wo can think of world rearrangem ent 
before we have regained an inch of our lost terri­ 
tory in their pert of the globe and while their eyes 
see dally the Infamous flag of the Rising Sun floating 
over a land in bondage. 
T 
HEY have been despoiled of their property. They 
have, in many cases undoubtedly been m istreated 
physically. They have been insulted. They live by 
the rule and rote of brutal conquerors, the first of 
our people in generations to suffer this ignominy. 
They must be greatly bewildered as the days and 
weeks and months move on and they see no sign or 
hope of their deliverance. 
They would be more bewildered if they could g^t 
our daily papers and note how little is said of their 
predicament. They would be stunned if they knew 
how the war In the Pacific apparently is subordinated 
to expeditionary .thrusts elsewhere in the complacent 
attitude that if H itler is defeated, Japan will be a 
soft touch. They probably have a pretty good idea 
from what is happening in the Philippines of how the 
Japanese are consolidating their gains elsewhere. 
The islands that were won from Spain in American 
blood and developed by over 40 years of American 
initiative and-ingenuity are undor Japanese rulers, 
the names changed to Japanese, the newspapers and 
schools converted to the Japanese language and 
Japanese customs installed everywhere and in every­ 
thing as far as possible. Most likely the American 
prisoners know how the islands are being fortified 
against the day we at last turn to the task of their 
rescue. 
I 
AM not saying that any more could be done than 
is being done now in the war in the Pacific. I 
am not criticling the military strategy that seems 
to leave Japan more or less to the future, but I think 
it is idle to discuss post-war plans while so many 
of our people remain under the conqueror’s heel and 
so much of our territory is yet to be recovered. 
I believe it quite proper to keep the plight of the 
Americans In the Philippines in the mind of the 
public aa an Incentive toward our continued war 
effort at home until this stain upon our national 
honor has been erased. When you are irked by any 
small privations of war at home, just remember your 
fellow citizens in the prison camps of Manila.

This Week In The Sky

J 
UPITER Is now in opposition to the sun, which 
means simply (hat it Is 180 degrees away, or 
halfway around the sky from the sun. This being 
the case, Jupiter can be seen to rise about sunset 
and set very near sunrise. 
Since Jupiter is so prominent in the sky at this 
tim e it might be interesting to consider w hat this 
giant planet is like, so far aa our knowledge goes. 
Jupiter is larger than any of the other planets, al­ 
most larger than all of them together. Its diam eter 
is nearly 88.000 miles. It is quite certain that Jupiter 
is not a habitable planet, for Ha atmosphere la 
composed very largely of poisons, at least what are 
poisons from man's point of view. 
Methane, which is not unlike marsh gas, and am­ 
monia, form the main part of Jupiter’* very heavy 
atm osphere. Some astronomers even have hazard­ 
ed a guess that the atmosphere of Jupiter may lie 
more solid than the core of the planet itself. 
Eleven 
moons revolve constantly around thfcs 
giant of the solar system, although none of the satel­ 
lite# are visible to the naked eye of an earth ob­ 
server.

NEW COURT TEST 


Musician Union Head Must 


Defend Recording Ban

Petrillo was ordered Monday to 
return to court for a new round 
in the government’s fight to break 
his musicians’ union ban on mak 
»lng record* for public purposes. 
Federal Judge John P. • Barnes 
directed President Petrillo and 
eight other officers of the Ameri­ 
can 
Federation 
of 
Musicians 
(AFL) to appear here next Mon 
day and show cause why an in june 
tion should not be issued restrain 
ing them from further enforcement 
of their order prohibiting mem­ 
bers from making recordings for 
the radio and juke boxes. 
New Line Of Attack 
His action cleared the legal ring 
for a new battle—this one featur­ 
ing a different line of attack. 
Judge Barnes dismissed a gov­ 
ernment plea for an injunction 
against Petrillo and the other 
leaders last Oct. 12. 
He ruled that the m atter essen­ 
tially was a labor dispute and 
that the anti-trust laws did not 
apply to a labor union under cer­ 
tain conditions. 
But last Dec. 24 the government 
tiled an amended petition for an 
Injunction designed to forestall an 
adverse decision on the 
labor 
angle. 
The revised suit charged that 
the ban would destroy Indepen­ 
dent radio stations which rely on 
records for most of their pro­ 
grams. These stations, It added, 
operate in areas where union mu­ 
sicians are not available and, 
hence, they are not involved In 
labor disputes. 
I 
The original petition had alleged, 
among other things, that the de­ 
fendants violated the anti-trust law 
by conspiring to restrain trade in 
records and transcriptions. 
Thurman Arnold, assistant at­ 
torney general In charge of anti­ 
trust proceedings, plans to argue 
the government’s side of the case 
next Monday. 
Sen. Clark (D) of Idaho reported 
.recently that Petrillo had agreed 
to appear today before a senate 
Interstate commerce sub-commit­ 
tee “for a full inquiry into bis 
activities." 
Clark also stated he will seek 
approval of bls bill to bring the 
musicians union within tbs scope 
c t the anti-trust law and, if that 
fails, he will appeal to President 
Roosevelt to force Petrillo to lift 
the ban on record making.

FOR SUIT ON A.P. 
f------ 
No Date Is Set For Hearing; 


Hand To Preside At Case 


BJ T he A ssociated Pres*. 
NEW YORK. Jan. 12 — Judge 
Learned Hand, senior judge of 
the United States circuit court of 
appeals, appointed a special three- 
judge court Monday to hear the 
government anti-trust suit against 
the Associated Press. 
Appointment of such a court was 
requested in a petition filed Satur­ 
day by Atty. Gen. Francis Biddle, 
who asked that the action ‘ be as­ 
signed for hearing at. the earliest 
practical date and in every way 
expedited." 
Judge Hand, who will preside at 
the hearing, named Circuit Judges 
Augustus N. Hand and Thomas W. 
Swan, to sit with him. 
No date 
was set for the hearing. 
The government’s suit, filed in 
New York federal court Aug. 28, 
asked that the Associated Press, 
non-profit cooperative news gath­ 
ering organization, be compelled 
to open its membership rolls to 
any newspaper willing to pay its 
proportionate share of the cost of 
gathering news. 
The A.P., in its answer, asserted 
that “a free press requires that 
newspapers shall be free to collect 
and distribute news and that they 
shall be free to choose their as­ 
sociates in so doing.” 
Judge Learned Hand, 70, has 
been a member of the United 
States circuit court since 1924 and 
has been on the bench since 1909. 
Judge Augustus Noble Hand, 73, 
has 'been a circuit court judge 
since 1927, being appointed by 
President Coolidge. 
In 1914 he 
was appointed to United States 
district court by President Wilson 
He, too, lives in New York city. 
Judge Thomas Walter Swan, 66 
a member of the United States cir 
cult court, second circuit, since 
1927, is a former dean of the Yale 
school of law.

Braves and Rod Sox and the Phila­ 
delphia Athletics—and in Stedler’s 
judgm ent revolutionized the a rt of 
guarding the "hot corner". While 
with the Boston Nationals he was 
the first third baseman to stop the 
deadly hunting game of the Balti­

Orioles, 
led 
by

Keeler and Jennings. 
During his career he was the 
leading fielder at his position in 
both the National and American 
leagues and in five seasons he 
batted well over .300. In 1898. when 
his batting average was .337, he 
collected 15 home runs to lead the 
National league.

We w ant you to help us guide this 
boy through the proper channels 
as long as he Is a member of our 
team,” the nation's No. I coach 
declared. 
“Through

proadh," he explained, “we were 
able to thw art all *ooial ambitions 
the youth may have had for the 
season. It elim inate! the smoking, 
drinking, dating and late hours and 
as a result the boy was In top phy­ 
sical condition throughout the sea­ 
son.” 
The player had to be off the 
streets by 8 p. rn., his studies were 
supervised by the parents from 8 
to 9:30 p. rn. from Monday through 
Thursday and he ta d to pass four 
subjects to stay on the squad, 
Brown declared. He explained here 
eligibllty rules in

Setup Is Explained 
Explaining briefly the setup he 
employed at Massillon when the 
Tigers won seven consecutive state 
titles, Coach Brown said there are 
three junior high schools and one 
high school In th a t city of 2$,OOO, 
just 2,000 more than East Liver­ 
pool, and the junior high coaches 
were handpicked. They had to be 
the equal in ability to the oppo­ 
nents’ mentors, he sold. 
“The system was predicated on 
the theory th at “the kid* were go­ 
ing to play”. T hat is, he explained, 
everything else was secondary to 
football with studies primary. 
“No boy Is ever cut from the 
squad if he lives by the rules, and 
if he isn t good enough for life 
first or second teams he is placed 
with the “rinky-dtnks” where other 
boys of the same ability play the 
game,” the speaker continued.

“case study” of every boy In the 
squad”: How did he get along In 
school?

Does he have Ute necessary 
potentialities of continuing his edu­ 
cation In college?” 
“AH of these questions and more 
were asked of the junior high 
coaches of each and every one of 
their players

school squad,” Coach Brown said. 
Continuing, the former Massillon 
coach who this fall brought the 
Big Ten and mythical chanipioi)- 
ships to Ohio Slate, pointed out 
that the rules and regulations he 
set down at Massillon have been 
carried to Ohio State with a few 
alterations, but basically they are 
the same. 
’Rapidity Of First Motion’ 
In Big Ten and college competi­ 
tion the “rapidity of the first mo­ 
tion” is paramount.

But the story in meats and fats 
J s far different. The blockade has 
greatly reduced her Imports of 
vegetable and fish oils and feed 
for her animals. Her animal prod­ 
ucts have greatly diminished. 
All calculations of meat and fat 
supplies are very involved, but 
the following represent an approxi­ 
mation and indicate the trend. In 
19S6 the Germans consumed at the 
rate of about 185 pounds of com­ 
bined meats and fats of all kinds 
per person per annum. In 1039 the 
'‘normal” ration was at the rate

91 pounds, in 1941 about 81 pounds 
and In 1942 It was about 70 pounds 
per annum.

Needs Juncture With Japanese 
lf her armies could effect junc­ 
tion with the Japanese in the In­ 
dian ocean by defeat of the United 
Nations In Persia or Egypt and 
India, they could open a new ©co 
nomic area from which great relief 
would come—rubber, metals, and 
oil. 
She could get food, particularly 
fats, fruit and sugar. She could 
lift ber whole standard of living, 
and in such an event the home 
front would stiffen for an indefi­ 
nite number of years. 
The Italian armies have teen 
defeated so repeatedly in Africa 
that they long have passed their 
zenith. H er navy has been beaten 
in every first-class encounter. Her 
submarines are not so effective as 
the Germans’. H er airmen have 
proved inferior. Like Rumania and 
Hungary she is only a military ap­ 
pendage to Germany. 
Winter la Italy’s Worst 
Italy is suffering greatly from 
air raids and seems to have little 
resistance. She is short of many 
m aterials due to the blockade. In 
food, with A much lower normal 
standard of living, she is more 
nearly self-supporting than Gar- 
many. 
But 
with 
poor 
administration 
many of her people are suffering. 
She has no coal or oil except such 
as the Germans give to her. H er 
clothing is In bad shape from lack 
of textiles. The coming winter will 
be the worst she has experienced. 
Thus on the home front, Italy bas 
degenerated more than Germany. 
Her, zeal for this War has never 
been extravagant. It is weakening 
despite stiffening by German per­ 
sonnel. Attrition Is likely to pro­ 
duce results on Italy sooner than 
upon Germany.

N interesting and authentic picture of life in E ast Liverpool a cen­ 
tury ago is found in an unique collection of pioneer home and 
farm equipment now on display in the historical rooms of the Carnegie 
Public library. The pieces have been amassed over the years by 
Sanford E. Fisher of LaCroft, a member of one of the oldest pioneer 
families of the district.

of Sanford Hill, noted astronomer 
und almanac maker, has been gath­ 
ering the group of cooking utensils 
and tools used in the homes of 
his family and has placed them on 
display. 
In his owb words Mr. Fisher 
describes part of his collection: 
‘‘Doubtless the most im portant 
feature of the pioneer home was 
the open fireplace built of stone. 
The proportions of these fireplaces 
would dismay the modern home 
builder. The inside measurements 
were 6 feet in length and 2 feet 
wide. Wood was used as fuel and 
the fire was required to burn day 
and night, year in and year out. 
“lf, 
for any 
reason 
the fire 
•burned out’, the father of the fam­ 
ily or one of the sons made a trip 
to 
the nearest neighbor for a 
bucket of 'live coals’. The fire­ 
place was not only the sole beat­ 
ing plant of the log cabin, it also 
was the place where all food for 
the large households of early times 
was cooked. 
“The foodstuff was put In a cov­ 
ered pot or kettle and hung from 
an adjustable contrivance known 
as a crane. The crane in my collec­ 
tion was one used in the family 
for more than IOO years.” 
Besides the crane Mr. Fisher 
also displays a Dutch oven, ex­ 
plaining. “Corn bread was made 
in this oven and put in among the 
live coals where it would stay for 
isversl hours. There also is a 
waffle iron, and waffles—no deli­ 
cacy in the pioneer horns—wars 
mads in tbs same manner. Another 
Item is a pair of iron tongs used 
for gathering the burning fagots.” 
Before the era of street lights, 
the settlers used square tin lan­ 
terns with a holder for a tallow 
candle, which were made in moulds 
by the housewife of that early age. 
“Coffee could be obtained only 
In the bean," Mr. Fisher explained, 
“and had to he ground at home in 
a coffee mill. 
“The homemaker of 1842 Ironed 
her clothes with a charcoal iron 
equipped 
with 
a 
chimney. 
She 
could Iron a number of pieces of 
clothing without reheating her iron. 
She also had a paring machine to 
peel her apples aud fruit. It was a 
clumsy contraption, but because it 
w-** un innovation, she doubtless 


struggled with its intricate work­ 
ings,”

Bullet moulds used for making 
bullets at home in the 19th cen- 
lury. Dull used for beating out 
grain, early part of 19th century; 
Chisel made by blacksmith, broad 
ax used for hewing building tim­ 
ber; wooden brace, early 19th cen­ 
tury; sheep shears — Columbiana 
county was a leading producer of 
sheep and wool in 1840 — sheep 
bell; coffee mill; sleigh bells, an 
Important factor in the merriment 
of the winter sport lovers of the 
19th century; bear trap.
